Veres, Valmore, Spark
EC 'Homerun Express'’

You can't talk to El Camino College football coach
Norm Verry or any of his assistants and not come away
whistling about the Warriors' chances in this season’s
tougher-than-ever Metropolitan Conference.

With a sprinkling of experienced returning lettermen
and an abundant crop of hearty newcomers, Verry and
his cohorts are hopeful of repeating their 1954 record—
when EC went all the way to the Junior Rose Bowl before

losing to Hinds, Miss. by 13

to 7.

The three biggest reasons for Verry's optimism are

Ronnie Veres, Jim Valmore,
and Dave Anderson, who form
the nucleus of what should be
the team’s mosct explosive and
versatile backfield in six years.

For instance — Verry boldly
calls Veres, a product of Tor-
rance High School and last
year's “Athlete of the Year'—
the “best quarterback in the
conference.”

And that takes in a pretty
good size hunk of territory.
Bakersfield College — which
went to the Junior Rose Bowl
after an undefeated season last
year — claims it has the best
QB in the circuit in Dean New-

by.

y“Newby may be a better run-
ner, but Veres will be by far
the best junior college passer
we'll see this season,” assured
backfield coach Kenny Swear-
ingnen.

According to Swearingen
Veres — whose 8-ft. frame has
filled out to 185 pounds — has
improved by 300 per cent in
his passing over last season.

Besides being the fastest
man on the squad, Valmore is
the best pas receiver, could be
the best defensive back, and
runs like & bull despite his
seemingly small body, 5-ft.

Jim is also one of the most
courageous gridders to hit
Camino in quite some time, He
sustained the first injury in his
glory-filled athletic career in
practice two weeks ago, and it
was enough to drive most any-
one away from the play-for-
pleasure sport for good.
